Tho Japancsn 
had intended to attack tho city 
from the west. In order to pro~ 
tect thelr encircling 
they placed a strong force astride, 
{he road, Tho first nttempts by 
nur troops to break out were re- 
polsed and it was necessary to 
gather oll available reinforce- 
ments. 


Hard Aghting continucd for 
24 hours, but the Japancse coms 
mander adhered rigidly to his 
instructions, and ‘having made 
sure that the encircling division 
had reached its positions for tho 
attacks from the west he con- 
ceived that his task as a block- 
ing = force was finished. He 
therefore opened the road to 
Prome and marched on to join 
the main Japanese attackc on the 
city.

If this had hap- 
pened no one could sect limits 
to thelr potential action.
